Hitt, of Illinois, were to compile his 
reminiscences, the result w’ould be a 
volume of extraordinary Interest. Not 
only has he figured prDminently in 
national and international affairs for 
nearly a generation, but he has en­ 
joyed personal relations of a peculiar­ 
ly close character with more men of 
eminence jairhaps than any other man 
of the day. 


Awny back before the war. says the 
Washington Star, when a mere boy. 
he was attached to Abraham Lincoln 
in a way that gave him enviable fa­ 
cilities for studying the processes of 
Lincoln's mind. 
He was a 
stcimg- 
raphcr and a newspaper reporter for 
the Chicago Tribune. an<l throughotif 
the memorable debate between Lin­ 
coln and Douglas, preceding the lat- 
ter’s election to the I’nited States 
senate, young Hitt followed Lincoln, 
taking down in shorthand every word 
lhat publicly fell from his lips. These 
famous addresses which marie 
Lin- 
eol’i's nationn’ rejintation. and which, 
more than anything else, contributed 


I to his election as prcsidtnit, owe tbeir 
I)ermanent anti enduring form tu tlu 
ytnithful rt'porter's notes, the oritrina 
of which the congressmati still hoard,-; 
nmtMifi his literary trcii.snres. l/mcol:i 
called him “ Hob.“ aiul was fond of tlu 
boy. 


After the war Mr. Hitt cam*» to 
Washington as a clerk of a conj,rrcH- 
sional committee and had an opportu­ 
nity to bectune acquainted with the 
great statesmen of the reconstruction 
era. 


His good luck sent liim to Paris in 
1874, just afte r the Franco-Prussian 
war, as secretary of

When the body of the aged linkerer 
anti mechanic wa.s founti it was lying 
across the middle of the public roatl 
whieh fornjH the ilivitling line between 
the countie.H of !^Ioultrie and Douglas. 
The htiatl and a portion of the upper 
part of the bot?y were stretched across 
the line and lay in Moultrie county, 
while the legs and the lower part of the 
tlead m an’s body projectetl over on the 
Douglas county texritory. 


Before the body was removed a jury 
had to be summonetl 
to ilelermlne 
which of the two counties should take 
legal possession of the dead m a n ’s re­ 
mains. There was but one way to de­ 
cide the point of posseKsion and that 
was to take a measurement and award 
the county on which the greater por­ 
tion of the body lay the right to pos­ 
session. 


The measurement was carefully ta k ­ 
en, and it fell to the lot of Douglas 
county to take the V>ody in charge, autl 
the coroner of- tliat county w'as given 
possession of the remain.'^, which were 
removed to the town of Arthur, and an 
inquest held to determine the cause of 
death.

Congressman Mann has submitted to 
the house a minority report from the 
int-erstate commoree committee, in 
which he favors a governmeut cable 
across the Pacific, instead of a subsi­ 
dized private line, Avith a governmeut 
bonus of $300,000 annually, as proposed 
by the majority of the committee. In 
concluding bi» report. Mr. Mann i>aya: 
“In our eftort to develop our trade 
with the far east, vce should 
\dopt 
every reasonable method of tunking 
trade easy. 
The present rate of $2.2.5 
per word for cable messiiges to Ma­ 
nila and to Japan and Hong-iKong is al­ 
most prohibitive. 


“One dollar per word, as proposed by 
thè committee bill, is much cheaper, 
but Is still far in excess of what the 
rate ought to be. The government ean 
construct this cable, and by putting 
the rate as low as 25 cents or perhaps 
even ten cents per word (and likely 
still less) can more than pay the cost 
of its operation and two per cent, on 
the cost of its construction. 


“The number of messages, sent over 
a governineiital cable would be many 
times more at tlie Unv rate cliarg<MÌ by 
the governmcirl than it would be ov(*r 
a private calile at one dollar per %vord.
